federal aid for the deaf in those 
states having Divisions for the Deaf 

or other provisions for helping the 

deaf to obtain employment. 

Pennsylvania's bill creating a Divi- 
sion for the Deal was explicit in stal- 
ing that its appropriation of 

$30,000.00 was to match federal 

funds. As a consequence, Pennsyl- 
vania is receiving from the United 

States Government the sum of 
$30,000.00 (luring the next bienniuni. 
making a total for this purpose in 

Pennsylvania of *<>o,000.00 Penn 

sylvania to dale is the only state' in 
tlie Union receiving aid from the 

federal government for helping the 

deal' lo sec lire employment. 

Inasmuch as other states must con- 
tribute their proportion to the federal 
government in the way of taxes, 
whether or not they qualify to 
receive a return, I fe-el that this situa- 
tion should he called to the attention 
oi organisations for the deaf every" 

where. 

Plans are under way for a drive to 
create- Divisions for the Deaf in num- 
erous states. If this situation anent 
federal money being available is 
called to the attention of local legis- 
lators, it will constitute a powe rful 
argument in favor of the passage of 
bills creating Divisions. It was one 
of the arguments used in Rennsvl 
vania, and the title of the bill (lions' 
bill \o. 2259) clearly staled that 
federal funds were i_'oing to he obtain- 
ed.

ools. They are learning vocations 
their natural bent, and 
the probabilities of ultimately b 
given employment. Thus a numbei 
are' learning to straighten wrecked 
auto bodies and fenders. Some learn 

welding and brazing. Deaf women 

are learning comptometer machine 
operation, bookkeeping machines, typ- 
ing, ei (>ne such has already 

been placed in employment with an 

adding machine company of national 

reputation. One brilliant young man 
is a student in the engineering depart 
ment of Carnegie Institute of Techno 
logy. One is studying watch repairing 

and engraving in each 

instance, no c ■nsidered dosed 

until the- individual is placed in 

t ni employment. 

I'eimylvania now has four District 
■, giving their full time to help- 
ing the deaf to obtain employmen' 
Another one is probably necessary 
The work being done here is ambitious, 
and fai in acbance of any similar 
attempts elsewhere. Qualifications o! 
District Agents require that they be 
high school graduates or belter; that 
they have a knowledge of the sign 
ige; that they can heai and 
convene with employers of labor; and 
that thev possess the personality and 
aptitude required for such work. Since 
the Division began to function, more 

than 500 cases of unemployed deaf 

people have been placed on file All 
this since September 1937! 

\beady this work is justifying it 
self in Pennsylvania. 1 have discussed 
it with numerous slate officials, sena- 
tors, representatives in the General 
Assembly. 1 can confident ly predict 
that at the end of the cm rent bienniuni

George Washington, whose 206th 
anniversary will be observed next 
Tuesday, was born at Westmoreland 
County, Virginia, February 22, 1732. 
He was the son of Augustine Wash- 
ington and of his second wife, Mary 
Hall. His father was a descendanl 

of John Washington, who emigrated 
from England to Virginia about the 
year 1657. In England the family 
has been traced lo the county of 
Durham as far back as the 12th 
century. 

His education was obtained at an 

ordinary school, and co mp r i sed little 
more than reading, writing and 
arithmetic; outh he studied 

geometry and surveying, in which he 
made considerable progress Ii is not 
certain that he knew any other lan- 
guage than English, but it teems 
probable lhat he studied French after 
assuming the responsibilities of the 
American army, for the purpose of 
holding communication with his 
French officers. When he was six- 
teen years of age he was employed 
by Lord Fairfax, a family connection, 
to survey a large tract of land in 
a district of the Alleghany mountains. 
He continued to follow the profc 
of a surveyor, and this may have 
given him a splendid training for his 
later warlike operations by making 
him familiar with the surrounding 
country. Before in- bad reached the 

nt Iwcnly he was appointed ;in 

adjutant-general bf one of the mili- 
tary districts into whit h Virg 

divided in resisting incursions "I the 
Indians. This bad something lo do 
toward raising him to the more 
important command in the American 

war willi Prance hi 1754, in which 

lie distinguished him 

In 1759 he- married Mis. Martha

provincial legislature, He- took afl 



unnoticeable but active part in his 
own province, in the preparation for 
the assertion of independence. He 
was one of the delegates from Virginia 
to the first general Congress in 1774, 
and was entrusted with the command 
of the independent companies of the 
State. 

In appearance his person and bear- 
ing were fine, he being of command- 
ing stature and well built. One of 
his peculiarities was carrying out 
small matters with the same precision 
as large ones. His written records 
exemplified the same rigid adherence 
to system and accuracy of detail with 
which he subsequently organized the 
government of a great nation. While 
he took a free share in the conversa- 
tion with intimate friends, his talent 
in this direction was rather mediocre, 
as he apparently possessed neither 
fullness of ideas nor fluency of words, 
Yet he wrote readily in a correct 
style. His career indicates that he 
had a great and powerful mind with 
a strength of penetration, slow of 
operation, but sure in conclusion. 
No general planned his battles so 
judiciously. 'Phis suggests that per- 
haps the strongest feature in his 
character was prudence; he refrained 
to decide when in doubt, but once 
he had reached s decision he went 
forward in spite of all obstacles. His 
integrity was pure; his justice in- 
flexible; no motives of enemity or 
friendship influenced his decisions. 

Suffice lo say thai he created the 
American army; foughl I he Knglish 
generals Howe, Clinton, Butgoyne 
and Cornwall, with various results; 
till finally, he sun minded Cromwell 
,.i Vorktown, and compelled him (o 

capitulate-. 

To his intrepedity, prudence-, and 

moderation this country is almost 
wholly indebted for the independence 

which was sec 1 1 red to it by the treaty 

of |H-ace concluded in 178.*. Soon 
after that event Washington resigned 

immission to Congress, showing 

that the magnanimity of the hero 
WSJ blended with the wisdom of 
the philosopher. The Convention of 
1787, of which he was a member, 
founded the present Federal Conslitu 
lion under which he was chosen the 
first President, and inaugurated at 
New York City, April 30, 1780. His 
government was marked by that well 
tempered prudence which distinguish- 
ed all his conduct. He was elected 
President foi :i second term and held 
the office till 1797, when he retired 
to his estate at Mt. Vernon, Virginia. 
He died December 12, 1799, leaving 
to the nation the record of a wise, 
nood. and great man.

Shouldn't we, in our efforts to 
improve the training of our future 
citizens, go to our finished products 
occasionally lor counsel and encou- 

ment? Surely those, who have 
suffered through the trying years of 
school and then the more trying years 
of actually living with us who hear, 
should have something of worth to 
tell US. The least we can do is to 
ask them for their opinions and to lis- 
ten carefully to the expression of 
these opinions, N" one knows what 
it is to be deaf.
